The Montana train robbery suspect ar- 
rested Tuesday) night in St. Louis was 
positively identified Friday as Harry 
Longbaugh, who is known to have been 
one of the participants in the robbery. 

The identification was made by a St. 
Louisan who was prosecuting attorney 
in Cook ccunty, Wyoming, in 1887, when 
Longbatglh was arrested as a member of 
@ gang of horse thieves. He issued the 
information against ILongbaugh and con- 
victed him of the charge against him. 

This man asked the police to conceal 
his identity, which is done. 

Longbaugh started when the St. Louis 
man first walked into his presence Fri- 
day noon. 

Longbaugh still refused either to ad- 
mit or deny his identity after the in- 
terview. 

The identification took place in Chief 
Kiely’s ofice, Longbaugh was closely 
watched when the former Wyoming prose- 
cuting attorney walked into the room.

Then usually begins the direct examina-~- 
| tion. Most always the prisoner is ready 
and willing to talk. But if he does not 
talk Desmond does not become angry nor 
does He exhibit any impatience. Hie asks 
hundreds of questions and gets some an- 
swers. When he sees his prisoner has been 
questioned enough, and does not exhibit 
any signs of “talking right,’’ as the chief 
terms it, an officer is called and the prison- 
er is conducted back to his cell, and is 
informed that when he is ready to talk 
right, the chief will give him ay audience. 
Frequently the prisoner will send for the 
chief and announces his readiness to talk. 
Then matters are easily adjusted, and the 
truth often obtained. 

With Longbaugh it has been altrerent. 
Chief Desmond has applied his usual tactics 
with him. He will obey all of the chief’s 
commands about tilting his chair, etc. He 
will walk around at the chief's request and 
will remove ‘hts hat, wash his hands and 
face, and Friday morning he éven sub- 
mitted to having his hair shampooed, re 
vealing the fact. that the hair had been 
dyed. He uttered no word of protest, nor 
would he reply to.any questions, 


Made No Reply ~-. 
to Questions.

He maintained his usual composure, scarce- 
ly spoke a dozen times, and’ never more 
than three or four words at a time.

For two hqurs hé 
was interrogated, but he answered not a 
single question.. .He even. deciined to state 
how he slept. 

In the afternoon Chief ‘Desmond ‘took an- 
other hour at him, from 3 to 4 o'clock, but 
without result. 


Record-Breaking | 

“Sweat” Begins 
Then at 8 o'clock Thursday night began 
the record-breaking ‘‘sweat.’’. Although 
Longbaugh is reckoned as the most dan- 
gerous prisoner ever held at the Four 
Courts, and a half dozen detectives accom- 
pany him everywhere he goes, Chief Des- 


mond had him escorted into his office and 
all of the detectives were dismissed. All 
night long the chief and his prisoner sat 
facing each other. ‘Desmond never. once 
wearied of his task, and the prisoner stood 
the ordeal from which not one man in 
many thousand could have withstood. Ev- 
ery sacrifice that the chief has acquired 
in his 2% years’ dealings with criminals 
was brought into’ play. ‘The remarkable 
prisoner, who is not yet 36 years of age, 
proved that a man could not be made to 
talk against his will. 

He paid respectful attention to ail the 
queries put to him, but he answered few 
interrogatories and then only at such times 
as he chose. He .did not resent-any of the 
chief's Spyettans nor implications, but he 
refrained from gaying anything that per- 
tained to himself. ' 

Once he surprised the chief by volunteer- 
ing a statement. Kt was: : 

“I do not get enough to eat here.’’ 

‘Desmond thought this an opening that 
might lead to a conversation, and he asked 
him what > aH to eat, but the prison- 
er was silent. Not another word would 
he utter, and the chief ordered him re- 
turned to his cell at 6 o'clock Friday morn- 


nz. 

Becmene was not discouraged wvén at 
this and he was at his desk promptly at 
10 o'clock Friday morning, and the first 
order issued by Chief Desmond was that 
the prisoner be brought to his office. Long- 
hbaugh walked in handcuffed, erect, and 
sullen. His indomitable spirit is not by 
any means broken. He looked neither to 
the right nor the left, nor at any one. He 
took his place in the chair alongside Des- 
mond’s desk and maintaimed that silence 
and air that has éharacterized him as the 
most remarkable Four Courts’ prisoner.

SEILLFULY PLANNED MUTINY 
vo. ‘AD LEAVENWORTH. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Nov. 8.—Forty 
mounted guards are beating the coun- 
try for five miles around the federal 
penitentiary at Fort Leavenworth today in 
search of the 26 convicts who succeeded in 
escaping from the guards late yesterday. 
The country is wild and rough and affords 


ample oppertunity for escape, and, as all 
of the convicts are desperate men. and 
armed, conflicts. will doubtless result before 
they are captured. 

A repott that four of the convicts had 
been recaptured today proves to be untrue. 
The whole state is preparing to assist in 
the capture. 

-The net known result of the mutiny and 
the following fight with the gua was 
one convict killed and four guards shot 
or otherwise hurt, but it is believed thut 
many of the fleeing convicts - received 
wounds, however serious, from the bullets 
sent after them by pursuing guards. 

The dead; : 

Quinn Fort, a desperate criminal from 
the Indian Territory, who is believed to 
have been the ringleader of the outbreak. 

W ounded: 

Joseph B. Waldrup, prison guard, shot In 
forehead and breast; condition still critical.

slight.

It develops that the mutiny was hatched 
several months ago, but that the men had 
never found a favorable opportunity to 
carry it into effect until yesterday. he 
eneral plan was not new, but it proved ef- 
ectly. because of the limited number of 
guards. As the better behaved prisoners 
ere used-in the outside work, the conspira- 
was hatched among the men in the in- 


se 
side gangs. 
Inside Guards 
Were Unarmed. 
The convicts chose the most favorable 
moment of the day, while many of the 


guards jacting as foremen of construction 
of the new ceil house were unarmed. 

Since last night the old prison has pre- 
sented an air of activity that it has not 
known for years. As soon as the alarm 
was given, guards were formed in march- 
ing order and mounted men, armed to the 
teeth, were drawn up in front of the main 
entrance. Most of the ards were old 
plainamen and the diversion of hunting 
down criminals stirred their blood as 
nothing else could have done. The escap- 
ing convicts were counted the most desper- 
ate criminals in: the Southwest and the 
guards started out on their hunt in full 
realizatiom of this fact. 

The scené ef mutiny, however, being some 
distance from the prison proper, the con- 
victs had secured a good start and aided 
by the rough, wood country, they had, 
before darkness fell, genes a good gap be- 
tween themselves and their pursuers. The 
guards at best could make but a desultory 
attempt at pursuit and were compelled to 
await daylight to take up the search.

He arrived 
home at the prison about three hours later 
and immediately sek to work to recapture 
the convicts. ‘‘l have notcompleted my in- 
vestigation,’ said he today, “but I am of 
the opinion that the outbreak was not due 
to the fault of any of. the guards. 

“The men were in charge of Arthur Trel- 
ford, one of our best. men,‘and I am sure he 
did his duty. The reason fer the escape of 
the prisoners I believe to be the smal! num- 
ter. of guards available. Our appropria- 
tion is not sufficient. to warrant the em- 
ployment of more guards, But I hope -hat 
at the next session of Cangress we will be 
allowed more. We should have nearly twice 
as many as we have.” 

During the shooting Jn the stockade the 
wife of a guard living, close telephoned to 
the main penitentiary tor help and to the. 
military authorities at*Fort' Leavenworth. 
In a short time all the reserve guards came 
aut in wagons and one troop of the Fourth 


cared for.. Soldiérs with carbines sur 
founded the place. and also helped the 
uards to form an armed square fn march- 
ng the convicts back to the main peniten- 
ti@ry. On the road the convicts did con- 
siderable cheering, but made no breaks. 


Details of the 
Convicts’ Escape. 

About 40 convicts are worked at the 
new federal penitentiary site, putting up 
walls, cellhouses and other buildings con- 
nected witha nitentlary. They are kept 
at the old federai penitentiary at Fort 
Leavenworth, formerly known as the mili- 
tary prison. These convicts are marched 
out of the new prison in the morning and 
back in the evening. The new penitentiary 
site is now partially surrounded with stone 
walls and a.high board fence with barbed 
wire on top; this is called a stockade. 

By some means or other the convicts 
managed to get hold of three revolvers. 
They were not the kind used by the guards. 
and were evidently furnished by some out- 
side source. The guns were dirty, indicat- 
ing that they had been buried. 

At 3:40 o’clock yesterday afternoon, 2” 
minutes’ before the time for all convicts to 
gather in the barbed wire counting pen, 
three convicts quietly walked into the office 
of nk Hines, the agg ony engineer 
of the new penitentiary, where . F. Car- 
roll, foreman of stone masonry; Harmon 
Bone, foreman of brick work, and Arthur 
Telford, captain of the prison guards, were 
having a consultation. The leader of the 
three convicts commanded: “Surrender and 
hold up your hands.” Three pistols were 
shoved in the faces of the astonished offi- 
clals. While two of the convicts kept the 
ufficers covered the third tore the telephone 
down frcem the wall. 


Officers Used 

as Shields. 

Without any ceremony the officers were 
told to walk in front of the convicts as 


shields, while they started for the nearest 
tower. The center tower, held by Guard 
Huffman, was the first one approached. He 
noticed something was wrong, and raised 
his gun to shoot. Hines called to Guard 
Huffman not to shoot, telling him that he 
did not want to be ki.led between two 
fires. The captured officers were a perfect 
shield for the convicts. The convicts walked 
right upen Huffman, and getting into his 
tower, secured three rifies and three more 
revolvers. Huffman was made to join the 
band of captured officers. Other convicts in 
the conspiracy took hold of the newly cap- 
tured arms. 

At this*stage Capt. Telford dodged around 
a wall and ran. The convicts fired several 
shots at him and wounded him in the leg. 
Without any loss of time the march was 
resumed to another tower guard. Charles 
Burrows was in this tower, and refused to 
obey the orders of the captured officers not 
to shoot, and he exchanged a number of 
shots with the convicts. urrows received 
a bullet in the neck, which is serious, and 
he fatally wounded a negro convict. 

When Burrows fell the convicts took his 
arms and the arms of the three other 
guards stored in his tower. At this point 
orders were given to seize the officers 
horses, so as to prevent anyone getting 


away with them to give an alarm. 


Guard Waldrup 
Was Killed. 


The march was resumed to the stand of 
another tower guard, Joseph Waldrup. He, 
too, refused to obey the orders of the cap- 
tured officers not to shoot and poured five 
shots into the convicts, kiliing Convict 

uinford, who had three bullets iff him. 

aldrup was shot down one bullet entering 
his forehead just above the eyes and lodg- 
ing in the brain and another in his body.

HE HURLED A STONE. 


“Then I determined to make the next car 
stop. As. soon as I gaw its headlight, sOme 
15 minutes later, I stationed my wife and 
Mr. Malmsbury at the crossing, and left 
them signaling.the car with their handker- 
chiefs, while I went some 30 feet ahead. 
“The car did no slow down, although my 
wife and Mr. Malmsbury stood across the 
track waving at the motorman. They had 
to step aside to let the car pass. All the 
time I had been signalling aiso. 

“As t car whizzed up to where I-was 

standing, after having passed the corner, I 
let the stone fly right through the glass in 
the vestibule. Then the car stopped, and 
we got on board. 
“A few Biocks further on the motorman 
saw a policeman, and stopped the car to 
call him. I spoke right up and told the 
policeman to take me along, and we, went 
to the gtation: The captain was very cour- 
teous, Bnd released me on my own recog- 
nizance. 


MOTORMEN WON’T STOP. 

“We have often. before been served in the 
same way by the motormen on the Delmar 
avenue line.

Motorman Eagan, who was the principal 
witness against Mr. Spring, said that the 
cars before his had not stopped because 
oer were cars from the x we, *; highway 
division, which was turning in. When asked 
why he had not stopped he said that he 
had done so in the middle of the block, 
after the stone had been thrown. 

Judge Sidener dismissed the case after 
hearing the motorman’s testimony, and did 
not require Mr. Spring or his witnesses to 
take the stand. 


BLIND AND LIFE PRISONER

Maclay’s Charge 

Against Schley. 

The immediate cause leadin Admiral 
Schiey to request the appointment of a 
court of inquiry to investigate his actions 
in the Spanish-American war was the pub- 


lication during the last summer of the 
third volume of Edgar S. Maclay’s “His- 
tory of the United States Navy,’ dealing 
with the events of the war of 1898. Maclay, 
himself an employe of the navy depart- 
ment, was understood to have had the sanc- 
tion of Admiral Sampson and other high 
naval officers in his work. His history 
contained various bitter. attacks on Ad- 
miral Schiey, of which the following are 


epecimens: 

Schley, on May 28, 1898, sullied the brightest 
of American mottoes by penning, ‘‘Much to be re- 
gretted, cannot obey orders,"’ and turned in caitiff 
flight from the daoger spot toward which duty 
honor and the whole Ameri¢an ple were most 
earnestiy urging him. Viewed itn whatever light 
it may be, the foregoing dispatch cannot Be char- 
acterized otherwise than as ing, without excep- 
tion, the most humiliating, cowardly and lament- 
able report ever penned by an American naval of- 
ficer. 

Observing that this ship, the Infanta Maria Te- 
resa, wac making in his direction, Schley hastil 
ordered the helm aport—all the other large Ameri- 
can ships having put their helms to starboard. ‘‘You 
mean starboard, sir?'’ the navigator of the Brook- 
lyn ventured to inguire. ‘‘No. ort,”’’ was Schley's 
rejoinder. ‘‘But that will carry us into the Tex-
